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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of invention elected in the reply filed on 
1 1/29/06 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the examination of the 
claims does not create an undue burden on the examiner. This is not found persuasive 
because this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits, since the applicant has already received an action on the 
merits for the originally presented invention. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

This application contains claim 42-57 and 64-72 are drawn to an invention 
nonelected with traverse in Final Rejection mailed 9/29/06. A complete reply to the final 
rejection must include cancellation of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 
CFR 1.144) See MPEP § 821.01. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/29/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 
Pages 12-13: 

The applicant argues that Cheriton does not disclose "determining at the display 
device a select channel of a plurality of channels." On column 7, lines 1-8 Cheriton 
discloses that there is a low-resolution channel and a high-resolution channel. As two 
channels would represent a plurality of channels. The applicant also argues that "all 
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traffic will appear to the subscribers as originating from a single virtual host," and 
therefore the receivers will not be able to determine a channel from a plurality of 
channels based on the transmission rate. On column 6, lines 1-8 of Cheriton it is 
disclosed that only the listening hosts subscribed to the high-resolution channel will 
receive the high resolution encoding. This is interpreted as meeting the limitation and 
the rejection stands. 

Page 14: 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of 
obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that 
■ any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon 
hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was 
within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does 
not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a 
reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 
1971). 

Specifically the applicant argues that there is no passage cited in either of the 
references that support the examiner's motivation. As Schober is method for a device 
to discover it's own bandwidth, and Cheriton is a device which allows for a device to 
select a video feed depending on it's bandwidth, the motivation used in the rejection is 
and the combination are valid.
